period of one hundred twenty (120) days or less, either 
in one locality or in traveling from place to place in 
this city, offering for sale or selling goods, wares or 
merchandise, including but not limited to items

services, including those who, for the purpose of 


carrying on such business, hire, lease or occupy any 
permanent or mobile building, structure, real estate, or 
any other place, for the exhibition of means by samples, 
catalogues, photographs, and price lists or sale of such 
goods, wares or merchandise, including items containing 


gold, silver or precious stones, and/or services.

Sec. 7-21. Permit; Required. 


It shall be unlawful for any transient merchant to do or 
transact any business in the sale of goods, wares or 
merchandise of any and every kind, make and description, 
and/or services, without first obtaining a permit

Sec. 7-22. Permit; Application. 


Each transient merchant desiring to engage in, do and 
transact business in the city shall file a verified 
application for permit for that Purpose with the city 
controller which application shall state the person's 
name, residence, building, permanent or mobile building, 
structure, real estate, or other place in which she/he 
expects to do business and the ula all character of the 
goods, wares and merchandise including but not limited 
to any items containing gold, silver or precious 


stones, and/or services, she/he intends to sell.

Sec. 7-23. Permit fee; issuance; term. 


Each transient merchant. shall pay to the city controller 
for a permit the sum of three hundred dollars (#300.00), 
and on the filing of the application and the payment of 
the permit fee as herein provided, the city controller 
shall issue a permit to do business as such at the place 
described in the application for a period of not less 


than one hundred twenty (120) days. 


Sec. 7-24. Permit; Transfer. 


No permit issued under the provisions of this 
subdivision shall be good for more than one location and 


it shall not be transferable. 


Sec. 7-25. Refund of permit fee. 


The controller of the city will refund the permit fee 
that has been paid herein if such transient merchant 


remains in business longer than one hundred twenty (120) 


days.

Sec. 7-26. Violation and Penalty. 


(a) Any permitee under this article violating any 


provision thereof shall be subject to permit revocation 
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(b) Any person who violates any provision of this 
article shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
three hundred dollars 4300.00) and not more than one 
thousand dollars (1,000.00).

is committed or permitted to continue shall constitute a 





seperate violation.
